fhey liave::put a fiiinl conception until circumstances- arise 
which bringytjierlessjyvhome in'ils full.force.

And perhaps noftimgls more force ful .than .war in impress- 


ing upon. Ihe people (he importance of inventions. Wireless 
telegraphy was infuse for some years before the war, but its 
full value was not recognized until the war-came. 
It has beei 


used freely by all Ihe nations during the great conflict, anc 
impressive indeed is Jhe lesson .of ils utility as demonstratec 
in connection with'. President , Wilson's irip abroad. The ves- 
sel on which he sailed an3-its convoy are equipped with spe- 
cially constructed ;\Vireless* apparatus of'the most powerfu 
character, by means of which lie is kept in touch with the 
national capital constantly while crossing Ihe ocean-on his 
all-important mission. This is indeed a remarkable achieve- 
ment, not new, but brought, to public attention more forcibly 
at this time than ever before. 
l- 


And then there is the flying machine. This is not a producl 


of the war, but through the necessities of war its development 
has been rapid'and tremendous. AH'know the part this inven- 
tion-has played i uthe struggle just ended. 
It has,been used 


by all of the belligerents, and with telling effect, afiti -there is 
no doubl that it has a brilliant future in connection -with the 
jHirsuils of peace. -II is'already being iised for Ihe transport-of 
mails, and ils employment in this field will undoubtedly -be 
greatly extended in the near future.

concluded that it might be lurnedHo.use in war> and the resujt 
was the development ofthe.'.'fank;^ one'of the most frightful 
and telling war machines ever placed in the field. 


These inventions, have been .-brought into special promi- 


nence by the war, but they are only a few of those lhat have 
conic to'the-front in recent years. .The methods of business 
have been revolutionized-by invention. 
It might almost be 


said that the mode of life has been changed. 
The ways of 


"Ihe.fathers11 are no longer the -ways-of the world/ 


The war is over and the engines of'destruction will now be 


employed.in the fields of peace, .There wi]l be furjher.discqv- 
eries and inventions as time goes oii, and it is only to be hoped 
that their usefulness may be restricted lo the pursuits of pence 
and not devoted to the work of destruction. 


It will not escape notice that in fitting up quarters in one of 


the leading ho.lels of Paris for the American peace delegates 
the bar was removed.
